After 
securing. it, at any frate, it is believed 
that Mrs. Grace, thinking herself secure 
in event of his death, locked the house 
with a-view to preventing any aid 
reaching him, stuffed the _ telephone 
with cotton, according to charges malo 
by ‘srace’s attorneys, and left for New- 
nan.

The 
most important evidence is unavail- 
able. 

That is, if she is brought to trial. 
It is not unlikely that in event of his 
recovery there will be no trial, He 
may refuse to prosecute her alto- 
gether. The question of prosecuting 
Mrs. Grace would then devolve on the 
state, or the insurance companies or 
Grace's family. 

Family Support Withdrawn. 


The support of the wounded man’s 
family has been withdrawn from his 
wife. It is said they no longer’ be- 
lieve heminnocent. It is further stated 
On goOod authority that evidence of the 
most damaging nature against Mrs. 
Grace has been turned Over by them 
to the officers. But it cannot be said 
that they would bring her to the bar 
of justice to answer for the shooting 
if Eugene H. Grace survives, 

The insurance companies, the Penn! 
Mutual Life insurance Company and 
} ‘the Life Insurance Company of Vir- 
} einia, might bring action against. her, 
because in attempting the death of her 
husband, if she did attempt it, she 
attempted to defraud the companies 
of the face values of his insurance 
policies. It is hardly likely that guch 
action will be taken, however. 

The prosecution, then, would deyolve 
on the state, meaning the local police 
who have worked up the case. Again 
there is a strong possibility that noth- 
ing would come of it. 

Therefore with Grace improving, al- 
though she stands accused before the 
world of attempting to murder him,

Message to Lawrence. 

It is also beMeved that this theoreti- 
cal plot will also;‘explain an alleged 
message to Grace’s partner, J. C. Law- 
rence, in which it is said Grace; or 
someone, notified Mr. Lawrence that he 
would be unable to go to Phikw@elphia 
that day, but would go Wednesday.

surrounded by the rgstrictions of the 
law.” 

Dixon's Letter. 

Senator Dixon's letter, 
McKinley tonight, Is, 
lows: 

“Dear Mr. McKinley: Your"fiat re- 
fusal to aid in securing for republican 
voters an opportunity directly to name 
the candidate they desire to support In 
the approaching campaign is received. 
Your decision must be regretted by 
everyone who has at heart the guccess 
of the republican party next Novem- 
ber. In your letter to me of March 5 
you stated you had been asked ‘by 
President Taft to act as director ofa 
bureau with headquarters in Washing- 
ton, organized for the purpose of se-. 
curing his renomination for a second 
term,

Strong opposition developed against 
the proposed extension of the city 
limits at a public hearing before a 
special committee of council yesterday 
afternoon. 

Those who opposed the extensions 
claimed that it was too soon after the 
last extension, when a large area was 
taken in, to now again extend the city 
limits, and that the city was not able 
to take care of its present limits with

These two questions, involving one 
of the strangest and most uncanny 
stories ever revealed in the city, were 
the central items of interest in the 
minds of all Grace’s friends Friday, 
and, indeed, in the public interest, since 
it was first suggested in The Constitu- 
tion that there had been such a possi- 
bility. ~- 


Confirmation of Story. 


Confirmation of Mrs. Grace’s alleged 
plot was had Friday afternoon direct 
from: the wounded man himself, lying 
Almost at death’s door in St. Joseph's 
infirmary, through Reuben R. Arnold, 
the attorney retained with Lamar Hill 
by the Grace family to represent their 
interest in recent developments. 

For three weeks prior to the shoot- 
ing of her husband, Mrs. Grace is said 
by him to have talked constantly of 
her violent nightmares, in which her 
former husband, Opie, was trying to 
reach her. 

So vivid were her dreams,.so real- 
istic her terror, that she wanted to 
fight with all her strength, and she 
was nervous lest some night, be one of 
her agonies, she might “accidentally” 
injure her present husband, trying to 
protect herself from a former one, now 
dead. Indeed, it has been authoritative- 
ly learned that she mentioned the fact 
to Grace one morning after she said 
sal Bray been’ suffering from her

On the morning of the skooting, 
when Grace awoke with the strange 
numbness in his side, which he thought 
was acute indigestion, he turned to- 
ward his wife at once for aid. At his 
movement, he says, his wife suddenly 
commenced to talk wildly, waving her 
arms about, apparently ‘suffering tor- 
ture from sdme subconscious fear : of 
her former husband. 

“Take him away; oh, take him away,” 
she is reported to have moaned; but in 
a distinctly. audible voice, unlike the 
ordinary tones of a sleep-talker. 

“That's Opie; he’s trying to get in; 
oh, take him away,” she continued, as 
she rolled from side to side. 

After she was awakened, and Grace, 
not dead, but very much alive, and re- 
govering his senses from the mysteri- 
ous stupor which enveloped him, no 
further mention was made of the 
nightmare. 


Talked of:Evil Dreams. 


“Grace says that for possibly three 
hweeks before last Tuesday,. when he 
was shot,” said Mr. Arnold in his office 
yesterday afternoon, “his wife talked 
constantly of her dreams, and how 
much she suffered in them. 

“Opie, her former husband, was the 
central figure. He always appeared to 
be trying to get at her, to harm her, 
or something of that sort, sufficient, 
she said, to make her fear him. She 
impressed her husband that she was 
subject to these nightmares, and had 
no control over her actions. 

- “Why I might kill you any ‘time, 
Gene,’ she told him one: morning. On 
the very morning of the tragedy, so 
he tells me, when he awoke. with that 
numb pain in his‘ side, he heard her 
moaning apparently in. her sleep.

“The Judiciary and Prog- 
He made no direct reference to 
Colonel Roosevelt, nor to the latter's 
speech at Columbus, but referred 
freely to some of the policies that 
were enunciated by the former presi- 
dent before the Ohio constitutional 
convention. 

Utterly without merit or utility, and 
reactionary instead of progressive; 
crude, revolutionary, fitful and un- 
stable were the terms in which the 
president referred to the recall meth- 
od of reversing judicial constructions 
of the constitution. 

“I have examined this proposed 
method of reversing judicial decisions 
on constitutional questions with care,” 
President Taft said. “I do not hesi- 
tate to say that it lays the ax at the 
foot of the tree of well-ordered free- 
dom and subjects the guaranties of 
life, liberty and property without 
remedy to the fitful impulse of a tem- 
porary majority of an electorate.” 

The Best Government. 

The president began with a refer- 
ence to the development of represent- 
ative government in the United 
States. The best government, he said, 
and that which was most certain to 
provide for and protect the rights of 
every class, was that government in 
which every class had a voice. 

“Government by unanimous vote of 
the electorate.’ he said, “is impossi- 
ble, and therefore the mafority of the 
electorate must Yule. We find that 
government by the people is, there- 
fore, under our present system, gov- 
ernment by a majority of one-fourth 
of those whose rights and happiness 
are to be affected by the course and 
conduct of the government. This is 
the nearest to a government by the 
whole people we have ever had. Wom- 
en's suffrage will change this, and it 
is doubtless coming as soon as the 
electorata can be certain that most 
women desire it, and will assume its 
burden and responsibility. 

“It was long ago recognized that 
direct action of a temporary major- 
ity of the existing electorate must be 
limited by fundamental law; that is 
by a constitution intended to protect 
the individual and the minority of the 
electorate and the non-voting ma- 
jority of the people against the unjust 
or the arbitrary action of the ma- 
jority of the electorate.”

If the impeachment were too cum- 
bersome a proceeding to apply to cor- 
rupt judges, he proposed a _ tribunal 
for the removal of judges for cause. 

Of the recall of judicial decision 
President Taft said in part: 

“This is a remarkable suggestion 
ang One which is so contrary to any- 
thing in government heretofore pro- 
posed that it is hard to give to it the 
serious consideration which it deserves 
because of its advocates and of the 
conditions under which it is advanced, 

“What this recall of decisions will 
amount to if applied to constitutiona) 
questions is that there will be a 
suspension of the constitution to en- 
able a temporary majority of the 
electorate to enforce a popular but 
invalid act.” 

President Taft pointed out that the 
right of habeas corpus might be af- 
fected, or that a rich corporation seek- 
ing privileges in the development of a 
state—and he cited Alaska—might use 
such a condition to advantage. 

“A most serious objection to the re- 
call of decisions ig that it destroys all 
probability of consistency in constitu- 
tional interpretation. The majority 
which sustains one law is not the ma- 
jority which comes to consider another 
and the obligation of consistency of 
popular decision is one which would sit 
most lightly on each recurring electo- 
rate and the operation of the system 
would result in suspension of applica- 
tion of constitutional guaranties ac- 
cording to popular whim. 

“We would have then a 
suspending the constitution 
special instances. But the main argu- 
ment used to sustain such a popular 
review of judicial decisions is that if 
the people are competent to establish 
a constitution they are competent to 
interpret it, and that this recall of 
décisions is nothing but the exercise 
of the power of interpretation.

Why, 
if the construction is wrong can it not 
be righted by constitutional amend-

Washington, March §.—Chairman 
Adamson, of the house commerce com- 
mittee, today introduced a bill provid- 
ing for a physical valuation of all 
the common carriers of the United 
States by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, 

The bill authorizes. the commission 
to employ such experts and help as may 
be necessary in a complete inquiry of 
the ownership of all railroads and 
other carriers. The bill is to discover 


the original investment in the carrigts 


and its growth. 

The names of persons who own stock, 
who serve directors and their 
original investments and present hold- 
ings. are to inquired into. Stock 
and bond - issues, holding companies, 
transfers, mergers and every other 
Ppcint of modern industrial organiza- 
tion are enumerated as subjects to be 
investigated. 

The commission is directed by the bill 
to get the valuation up to date and to 
keep it that way. The commission is 
empowered to subpoena persons and 
papers and to go into the business 
secrets of the railroads.

A reward of $1,500 offered by the 
National Association of Audubon So- 
cieties for the finder of a single nest 
of the passenger pigeon, may be won 
by G. W. Peace, who is in charge of 
the ‘“‘ad” room of The Constitution. , 

“IT have located the haunt of a pair 
of passenger pigeons,” Peace declared 
returning from a hunting expedition 
on the Yellow river, near Haynes 
creek, recently. “Am | sure the birds 
were the much sought after passenger 
pigeon? Well, my father was an au- 
thority on birds, and from what he 
taught me, and the fact that I have 
seen the wild pigeon years ago, I am 
certain that the pigeons I saw were of 
the passenger variety.” 

The birds were seen by Peace on 
February 29, last, in Newton county,

The dip- 
lomatic note from Washington, upon which preliminary action has 
been taken, suggests that in all movements involving foreign inter- 
vention the powers signatory shall not work to individual advantage 
and shall adopt no course menacing the present integrity of the 
country. It remains now to be seen if this understanding. will en- 
jcin the land-hunger of Europe, and also of Japan. 

The latter nation, as well as Russia, lately assumed an attitude 
that could plainly be construed as an attempt to take advantage of 
internal dissensions in China to precipitate the long-prophesied dis- 
memberment of that nation. If the initiative of the United States

RECKLESS FIRE 


HAD NO CHANCE 


This Blaze Broke Out in Gen- 
‘ eral Fire Extinguisher 
Building. 


The bravest fire Atlanta ever knew 
broke out in a Marietta street build- 
ing Friday morning. 

Few, indeed, have been the fires with 
hardihood sufficient to break out in a 
fire engine house, but Atlanta can now 
lay claim to an éven more reckless 
blaze—one that had the temerity to 
make its appearance in a building oc- 
cupied exclusively by a fire distjn- 
suisher company. The fire didn’t last 
long enough to become serious, to be 
sure, but it showed its good inten- 
tions, nevertheless. 

The building at 276 Marietta street 
is occupied by the Atlanta agency of 
the General Fire Extinguisher Com- 
pany, and it wags here that the fire 
broke out. On the fourth floor of the 
building there was a large quantity 
of tar-covered jute and herap, and-.in 
this the fire originated. Two floors 
below, the employees of the company 
were entirely ignorant of what was 
taking place, but the automatic sprink- 
bing device, Of which the company 
makeg a specialty, was on the job in- 
stanter. 

Then the Fire Perks Up. 

With no one to interfere the fire 
perked up considerably, and in a very 
short time the temperature of the room 
had risen considerably. When. it 
reached 135 degrees, however, the au- 
tomatic sprinklers got busy and, by 
the time the employees were attracted 
by the volumes of smoke that began 
to pour from the building, the smoke 
was all that was left of the fire. 

The sprinklers are attached to water 
pipes running along the ceiling of the 
building. A temperature of 135. de- 
grees will melt out a plug in the 
sprinkler and turn on che water. This 
is what happened in the company’s 
office, and checked the fire in its in- 
cipiency.

portions, as the smoke emitted from 
the burning jute and hemp is so dense 
as to make the fighting of fire from

Another Strange Firt. 

Another of the strangest fires At- 
lanta hasever known—strange because 
it caught, threatened a whole block 
in the heart of the city, and was put 
out without anyone’s ever Knowing of 
its existence untilhours afterwards— 
was handled by the automatic sprink- 
lers of the General Fire Extinguisher 
Company. This was a fire which gain- 
ed a little headway in the rear of 
Chamberlin- -Johnson - DuBose’s’ gtore 
when Oscar Barnes’ store just in the 
rear burned, The fire in the depart- 
ment store made little headway be- 
cause it originated almost immediate- 
ly under an automatic sprinker, and 
was entinguished as soon ag it caught. 
That the store had been seriously men- 
aced was not known for some time 
afterwards.

'WALKER DENIES 
GUILT TO LAST 


“Jesus, Save Me,” Were Last 
Words of Alleged Wife 


Murderer.

After the fall the body did 
not quiver. Death was instantaneous, 
The neck was broken at the base of 
the skull.

Beginning July 1 the postoffice depart- 
ment will inaugurate .a new policy in 
the southeast in line with the depart- 
ment economy program as the result 
of which monthly magazines and other 
periodicals published bi-weekly or at 
less frequent intervals will be handled 
by freight instead of in fast mail cars. 

At the office of the second assistant 
postmaster it was stated that this 
plan will result in a great saving in 
the administration of the department.

TO CONFERENCE 


Little Hope, However, That 
English Labor Difficulty 
Will Be Solved. 


London, March 8.—After.. extended 
talks with committees representing 
cyal mine owners and their striking 
employees today, Premier Asquith in- 
vited representatives of both sides to 
hold a joint conference “with a view 
to a free discussion of the whole situ- 
ation.” 

The official report explains that the 
Zovernment considers the 
placed before both parties offer the 
fairest means for reaching a settle- 
ment, but progress is difficult without 
a mutual discussion. What the gov- 
ernment’s proposals are has not been 
divulged. 

The miners replied that they had 
undertaken to reassemble the national 
conference of miners,- but with the 
reservation that they would not recom- 
mend acceptance of the government's 
invitation except on the understanding 
that the principle of a minimum wage 
should be excluded from. discussion. 
As the whole dispute hinges on this 
point it is difficult to see how any- 
thing can be accomplished by a joint 
conference. The national conference 
of miners cannot be assembled before 
Monday. 

It was announced late tonight that 
the joint conference will take place 
at the foreign office, but no date has 
been fixed. 

The effect of the strike is growing 
increasingly serious. The admiralty 
has issued orders enjoining the sever- 
‘est economy in the use of coal by the 
navy, and such precautionary notices 
have been given employees on ralil- 
ways, in iron works and industries of 
all kinds that employers may be forced 
to terminate their engagements, Notices 
even have been given employees of all 
London newspapers in anticipation of 
cutting down the size of newspapers 
should the strike be prolonged. 


Marsellles, March 8.—The French 
line has cancelled its weekly freight 
service between Marseilles and Tunis 
on account of the British coal strike. 

Anxiety in Genoa. 

Genoa, March &8.—The British coal 
strike jis causing some anxiety here 
and at other ports.

Case Grows Out of Organiza- 
tion of Georgia Power 
Company. 


A suit for $1,360,000 was filed in the 
Fulton superior court by W..A. Carlisle, 
of Atlanta, against C. Elmer Smith, of 
York, Pa., and Mr. and Mrs. Eugene L. 
Ashley, all parties to the organization’ 
of the Georgia Power Company, late 
Thursday afternoon. 

Carlisle claims that the sum was due 
him for his part in organizing the com- 
pany, and that instead he was offered 


(a certificate for 109 shares of the com- 


pany, worth $10,000, which he refused, 
Mr. Ashley and Mr. Smith are the chief 
promoters of the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company, which includes many 
of the largest water power and electric 
interests in the state, the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company, of Atlanta, 
being included. 

Carlisle, who was for years the chief 
engineer of the North Georgia Eleotric 
Company, as well as being a stock- 
holder in both that organization and 
the Etowah Power Company, claims 
that. when the two companies went into 
bankruptcy he, Smith and Ashley en- 
tered into an oral agreement to reorgan- 
ize them and to share the profits equally. 
This was effected when the Georgia 
Power Company took over the old com- 
panies, the profits being $3,700,000 of 
the common stock of the new company 
and $400,000 in cash. It was then, Car- 
lisle asserts, that his partners declared 
he had no legal right to share with 
them and offered to pay him merely 
for his services. 

Carlisle declares that in organizing 
the Georgia Power Company, which is 
now a part of the merger known as the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company, 
he acted as chief engineer, as well as 
secured the consent of the stockhold- 
ers in the North Georgia Electrio Com- 
pany and the Etowah Power Company 
to the reorganization of those compa- 
nies. Smith attended to the financing, 
while Ashley, as attorney, directed the 
methods of procedure, Carlisle alleges. 

Smith and Ashley were temporarily 
enjoined them disposing of the stock, 
which they claim as profits, for his 
share of which Carlisle asserts the two 
entered into a conspiracy to defraud 
him. Mrs. Ashley was made a party 
because Ashley’s stock was taken in 
her name. The case will be tried before 
Judge Bell.

Submitted at Once—English 
Scientists Believe Claim of 
Norwegian. 
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Christlana, March 8.—When Captain 
Raold Amundsen’s brother, Leon, per- 
sonally took the explorer’s telegram 
announcing that he had attained the 
South Pole to King Haakon yesterday, 
his majesty was attending the maneu- 
vers at Sandviken. King Haakon im- 
mediately read the dispatch and ad- 
dressed one to Amundsen at Hobart, 
Tasmania, saying: 

“I thank you for the tinformation. 
The queen and I beg tosend you and all 
our most cordial 
congratulations on the occasion of 
your results, which are so satisfactory 
to all of us. 

(Signed) “HAAKON.” 

Many scientific, educational and com- 
mercial associations throughout the 
country cabled congratulations to 
Amundsen today. Professor Henrik 


Mohn, the famous meteorologist, in an- 


interview, pointed out the importance 
of the fact disclosed in Amundsen’'s 
message that the explorer had passed 
four days in close proximity to the 
Pole. Professor Mohn thought this 
would indicate that Amundsen took 
observations all around, and thereby 
fixed the geographical point of the 
exactness. 

A national subscription has been 
opened for funds to finance Amundsen’'s 
proposed expedition to the North Pole. 

This is all the correspondence that 
has passed between King Haakon and 
Captain Amundsen. King George, of 
Frederick, of 
Denmark, have telegraphed their fe- 
licitations to King Haakon. 

Two local newspapers today 


ceived dispatches from Captain Roald 


Amundsen announcing that he reached 


the South Pole on December 14, 1911. 

The dispatches were sent from Ho- 
bart, Tasmania, where Amundsen: ar- 
rived yesterday. 

The dispatches read: 

“Pole reached, fourteenth-seven- 
teenth December.” This evidently 
means that he remained three days in 
the vicinity of the pole probably for 
the purpose of taking accurate obser- 
vations as to his position. 


Only Une Landed. 


Captain Amundsen is the only mem- 
ber of the antarctic expedition. whe 
has landed from the Fram. Nobody is 
allowed to go on board the vessel un- 
der any pretext whatever. 

The explorer says he is pleased with 
the results of his expedition, but oth- 
erwise maintains absolute silence. 

Captain Amundsen intends to stay at 
Hobart for a few days. He will then 
go to Australia and give a few lectures 
there, afterwards departing for Europe 
Via Buenos Ayres, then round Cape 
Horn up to the Bering Straits and 
through the northwest passage and the 
Arctic ocean. 

Confirmation of Captain Roald 
Amundsen’s attainment of the South 
Pole on December 14, 1911, received to- 
day from the explorer himself at Ho- 
bart, Tasmania, sets at rest the con- 
flicting reports current on the subject 
yesterday. 

A report published by The Daily Ex- 
press in London yesterday morning, 
dated Wellington, New Zealand,declar- 
ed that Amundsen had stated that Scott 
had reached the South Pole. It was as- 
sumed that this declaration indicated 
that Amundsen? himself had not suc- 
ceeded in attaining the object of his 
expedition, and credit was generally 
given to the British explorer. 

Nothing has hitherto been heard from 
Captain Scott and Amundsen now de- 
nies that he said or telegraphed any- 
thinw relative to his brother rival 
or his expedition. 

The honor for the achievement of 
reaching the South Pole must now be 
given to the Norwegian explorer un- 
til Captain Scott announces the result 
of his expedition. 

Captain Amundsen has for many 
years been considered one of the most 
daring and competent of arctic and 
antarctic explorers. <A sailor from his 
youth, he started polar research at the 
age of twenty-five when he participat- 
ed in the Belgian antarctic expedition 
under the command of Gerlach. He 
was first officer of the vessel, and the 
voyage lasted from 1897 to 1899. 

On his return he made up his mind 
to continue polar research, but this 


discover the Northwest Passage. 
Took Two Years Course. 


He prepared himself for the task by 
undergoing a course of two years’ 
study in magnetism and meteorology. 
Then he sailed for the north from 
Christiana on board the Gjoa with a 
crew of only eight men, on June 16, 
1903. Proceeding to Lancaster Sound 
he sailed past Cape Adelaide, and King 
William Land and Ross Strait. For 
along 
and finally on August 26, met an Amer- 
ican whaler to the east of Cape Rath- 
erst. He ultimately brought his little 
vessel through the Bering Strait and 
thus for the first time accomplished the 
Northwest Passage, During the voy- 
age. he determined exactly the position 
of the magnetic pole. Altogether he 
was three years away from Norway. 

The Fram, which Captain Amundsen 
selected for his latest expedition, has 
been used for many years in Arctic 
exploration. Wrom 1893 to 1896, during 
the expedition of the Dr. Fridtjof Nan- 
sen, she covered a journey of about 
7,000 miles in the Arctic ocean, 3,000 
miles of this belng accomplished while 
she was frozen solid in the ice. She 
was not damaged during this voyage. 

Captain Amundsen left Buenos Ayres 
on his present trip toward the close 
of 1910 with a small party of Norwe- 
gians, all of them experienced in arc- 
tic work. He took with him a large 
pack of Siberian dogs and his men 
were all provided with skis for trav- 
ersing the glacier ice, Captain Amund- 
sen’s panty made its base and winter 
auarters eighty miles nearer the South 

ole than his British rival. 

Nothing was heard from the expedi- 
tion for many months until the arrival 
of the Fram was reported two days ago 
at Hobart, Tasmania,

GEORGIANS’ FILLIBUSTER 
CAUSES RAID ON SOCIETY’

Washington, March 8.—(Special.)— 
Spiritedly resuming the fight on the 
outrageous pension frauds being’ per- 
petrated on the federal treasury und®r 
the name of patriotism, Representa- 
tives Roddenbery, Tribble and How- 
ard, of Georgia, today gave the house 
an example of about the most vigorous 
filibuster that body has experienced in 
a long time, 

From noon until 6 o'clock this even- 
ing the battle waged. Then a demand 
was made for the previous question. 
The point of “no quorum” was raised, 
and the sergeant-at-arms ani his as- 
sistants scurried out over the city to 
locate and bring in enough members 
to transact business.
